A RESOLUTION OF THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF

SAN DIEGO DETERMINING THAT APPROVAL OF THE

COMMUNITY PROJECTS, PROGRAMS, AND SERVICES FY

2022 CITY COUNCIL ALLOCATIONS AGREEMENTS

BETWEEN THE CITY AND CALIFORNIA WESTERN

SCHOOL OF LAW AND UNION OF PAN ASIAN

COMMUNITIES, ARE CATEGORICALLY EXEMPT FROM

THE CALIFORNIA ENVIRONMENTAL QUALITY ACT

PURSUANT TO CEQA GUIDELINES SECTIONS 15301 AND

15323.

WHEREAS, the California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) (Public Resources Code

section 21000 et seq.), states that the CEQA Guidelines thereto (California Code of Regulations,

Title 14, Chapter 3, Section 15000 et seq.) shalllist those classes of projects which have been

determined not to have a significant effect on the environment and which shall be exempt from

CEQA; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to that authority, CEQA Guidelines sections 15300-15333 list the

categorical exemptions promulgated by the California Office of Planning and Research and

adopted by the Secretary of the California Natural Resources Agency for those classes of

projects which have been determined not to have a significant effect on the environment; and

WHEREAS, the City of San Diego (City) desires to authorize the execution of the

Community Projects, Programs, and Services Y 2022 City Council Allocations Agreements

(Projects) between the City of San Diego and (1) California Western School of Law in an

amount not to exceed $10,000, and (2) Union of Pan Asian Communities in an amount not to

exceed $5,000, under terms and conditions set forth in the Agreements on file in the Office of the

City Clerk as Document No. RR- 3 14070 for California Western School of Law

and Document No. RR-
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for Union of Pan Asian Communities; and
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WHEREAS, the Planning Department has determined that the Projects are categorically

exempt from CEQA pursuant to CEQA Guidelines sections 15301 (Existing Facilities)

 and

15323 (Normal Operations of Facilities for Public Gathering), and that no exception to the

exemption, as set forth in CEQA Guidelines section 15300.2, applies to the Projects; and

WHEREAS, the Council of the City of San Diego (Council) has considered the potential

environmental effect of the Projects; and

WHEREAS, the Council held a duly noticed public meeting and considered the written

record for the Projects as well as public comment; and

WHEREAS, the Council, using its independent judgment, has determined that the

Projects are categorically exempt from CEQA, pursuant to CEQA Guidelines section 15301

(Existing Facilities) which allows for the operation, repair, maintenance, permitting, leasing,

licensing, or minor alternations of existing public or private structures or facilities involving

negligible or no expansion of existing or former uses and CEQA Guidelines section 15323

(Normal Operations of Facilities for Public Gatherings) which exempts the normal operations of

existing facilities for public gatherings for the facilities were designed, where there is a past

history of the facility being used for the same or similar kind of purpose; NOW, THEREFORE,
